The Missouri Pacific Gets Out 
Another Freight To-Day. 


Plenty of Police Protection and 
No Demonstration of 
Any Kind.

An Engine Killed at Gray’s Summit—The 
Men at the Union Depot Shops Strike 
Work this Afternoon—Also, the Wabash

The uri Pacific got out another freight 
train this morning with less opposition and a 
feebler demonstration on the part of 
the crowd along the railroad tracks 
than das accompanied the efforts 
to move freight on previous days. 
There were numerous police on the train and 
avery strong police patrol at the crossings 
and along the tracks from the Seventh street 
end to the shops. In addition to this imposing 
array of authority the specials at the shops 
were armed with double-barreled breech- 
loaders, and the general view of the situation 
was depressing and dispiriting to the men 
who looked on. The result was that scarcely 
a word was said or a finger lifted in disappro- 
bation of the moves made by the 
railroad people. A quieter day has 
not passed at this point. Rumors of trouble at 
suburban pointe were plentiful, and when the 


specials with breech-loaders followed the 


freight out from the shops all sorts 
of stories were set afloat in regard 
to their mission. Only one of these was 
of any importance, and that was to 
the effect that an engine had been killed at 
Gray’s Summit, which turned out to be a 
fact. The men in the Wabash yards at North St, 
Louis struck work this morning and reported 
to the Bxecutive Board of the Knights, one 
member of which, Mr. P. J. Nolan, told them 
to go back to work, as there was no reason 
for them striking. In East St. Louis 
traffic is dead. The Vandalia got out a freight 
this morning with the assis ce of the 
yardmaster and officials, and t O., B. and 
Q. also succeeded in getting out a freight 
after pressing its clerks into service. 
All the men in East St. Louis 
are out, and there is but one 
man switching on the bridge. That 
man has been on duty since last night and 
threatens to quit unless some help is given to 
him. When he quits the bridge will be closed 
to passenger traffic, as all the other men 
refuse to work while the strike continues. 
Trouble is reported at Atchison, where the 
Sheriff had a conflict with a number 
of men who overpowered him and 
killed an engine. Some discourage- 
ment is felt and expressed in parts of Texas, 
but the Enights everywhere still say they are 
determined to stand firm and fight to the last. 


ARMED WITH RIFLES. 


Furlong’s Specials Awe the Crowd at the 
Summit Avenue Crossing. 

At an early hour this morning the small 

group at the Summit avenue crossing were 

surprised by a peculiar sight which met their 


eyes as they looked up the tracks to the neigh- 


borhood of the shops. It was a detach- 
ment of half a dezen men about 
to enter the place. The men

Master Mechanic Walsh of the Bridge and 
Tunnel Company called on Mayor Joyce this 
morning, and informed him that the men who 
furnish coal to the bridge engines ad been 
intimidated by the strikers and had quit work. 
Mr. Walsh stated that the cutting off of the 
coal *. would prevent the Bridge and 
Tunnel Company from transferring the mail 
trains to St. Louis, and as he was certain 
that the men at the chutes which 
are located about 800 yards above the Relay 
would be willing to work, if permitted, he re- 
quested that ‘the police be sent up tothe 
chutes to insure the men protection in case. 
they desired to go to work. Officers Mahoney 
and Canty were sent up to the chutes and re-

He expressess satisfaction at the treatment 
accorded the committee by Vice-President 
Potter, and adds: This settlement cannot 
be considered an advance in wages, although 
itis.

There is nothing 
reasonable in the idea that a man who 
earns $3 a day should fight the battles 
of one who warns $1; nor is there any 
community of interest between them to cause 
them to act together. The Brotherhood bas 
always fought its own battles and never called 
upon any outsider for heip, and I do not think 
ever will.’’ Asked his opinion of the future 
of the Knights of Labor, Mr. Arthur said: ‘‘I 
will give youmy views. Strikes mean tax- 
ation, forthe men who are out of work must 
be paid, orthey desert the order. Taxation 
means an excessive burden upon the order, 
which must be severely felt and prove an un- 
bearabie load. It has been the history of 
every order which went into strikes wildly, 
whose sole purpose seemed to.beto strike, 
that they have gone to pieces after afew years. 
Take the most powerful unions which have 
for a time dominated affairs in New York and 
Pennsylvania.

The Newport“ 
is occasionally danced as is also the Fiese 
Step Waltz,’’ Which, though itis not new, is very 
much in vogue inthe East, The Galop’’ may 
be found once upon the programme. If so, it 
is usually the last dance. The schottische and 
mazurka are never seen any more at fashiona- 
bie parties. 

Of the square dances,the Saratoga lanciers is 
the most desirable, or the the centennial lan- 
ciers, which was composed and introduced by 
Mr. Mahler Saratoga in 1880. It is more 
sociable, requiring eight couples, but 
is modeled after the Saratoga lanciers. 
The Parisienne is a beautiful square dance, 
which combines all the popular round dances. 
It was first introduced into New Orleans more 
than twenty yearsago. The waltz lanciers. 
which is something of thé same nature, was 
composed by Mr. Albert Mahler, and intro- 
duced at the Home Circle, some twelve years 


ago. 

The plain quadrille is again coming in fashion 
and ‘‘Quadrille Parties“ are becoming very 
popularin the Kast. Of the newer round- 
dances the Harvard, the Glissade, the Eugenie 
Trot and a few others. It may be 
said that they are only danced occasionally, 
The Professor thinks that the St. Louis 
dancers are more graceful and easy than 
those he finds in the East, where there 
is a tendency to stiffness in style, 
which occasions more ofa hop than a glide.

A FUNNY FABEWELL. 


Mr. sAssheton Says a Singglar 
Good-Bye. 

Before Rev. W. Herbert Assheton arose to 
conduct the evening service at St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church last night, the large congre- 
gation was split up into whispering 
groups, whose earnest manner showed 
that something important was anticipated. 


This expectation was not belied when Mr. 
Ascheton began his remarks. After dwelling 
at some length on how by nature he was quaii-

I have nothing 
more to say. except that lam not bidding you 
farewell. leave town mos to take a rest, 
which I very.much need, but 1 leave only fora 
time. 

The mean 1 of the rector’s closing remarks 
was thus explained 8 by a@& prominent 
member of St. Peter's Church: It means 
simply that Mr. Assheton has hopes that at 
the annual meeting at Easter a new vestry will 
be elected which will de favorable to him and 
WI recall him. But 1 do not think that is at 
all probable. The five members of the vestry 
who refused to reconsider the resignation 
were Messrs. Compton, Tiffany, Russell, Blake 
and Daughaday, and 1 think they will be 
candidates for re-glection. Mr. Assheton’s 
pastorate at St. Peter’s closed last night at 
midnight, and the parish is now in the bands 


of the vestry.’’

NEW YORK, March 26.—Govan Singleton 
Simms, a son of the famous Southern novel- 
ist, W. Gilmore Simms, is a promising young 
actor, now ‘‘on the road,“ and is a pros - 
pective heir to millions which he is seeking to 
recover. The property consists of a villa 
near Bristol, England, and half a dozen ware- 
houses in Liverpool which are estimated to be 
worth about £2,000,000, or $10,000,000. Thirty- 
five years ago young Simms’ grandfather m- 
herited this splendid property from his aunt, 
Miss Mary E. Nash, who died in Bristol. The 
grandfather’s name was Nash Roache, and he 
was then living onthe Simms plantation, at 
Woodlands, 8. O., with the family of the 
novelist, whose wife was Mr. Roache’s only 
child, Mr. Roache died not long after the 
property was bequeathed to him,and whenthe 
war broke out the exciting events of that

abroad. Mrs. Simms died before the war was 
over, and the novelist followed her in 1870. 
He left no will, and his plantation, under the 
old English law, went to his eldest son, who

DUGDALE VS. GROSVENOB. 


Alleged Persecution of an Important Wit- 
ness by the Defendant. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

New YorkE, March 26.—The acquittal Wednes 
day of Mrs. Eleanor Bishop, the elocutionist 
and mother of Washington Irving Bishop, the 
mind-reader, who was accused of stealing 
$500 worth of furniture from Mrs. Margaret 
Walbrook, recalls the breach of promise suit 
in which Mrs. Bishop is the principal witness. 
The peculiar facts of the recent prosecution 
are claimed to show a conspiracy to get Mrs. 
Bishop out of the way before the pending suit 
comes off. The action for breach of 
promise is brought by Miss Mabel Dug- 
dale in the sum of $50,000 against 
James B. M. Grosvenor, a member 


ofthe Union League Club, and one of the firm 
of Grosvenor & Carpenter, woolen dealers, of 


Worth street. Miss Dugdale is a very pre- 
sessing young lady, who left her home in 
altimore in the fall of 1884 to take up the 


study of music and elocution in this city. Soon 
after her arrival here she made the acquaint- 
ance of Mr. Grosvenor who, itis alleged, pro- 
fessed great affection for her, and in Decem- 
ber, 1884, according to her affidavit, made an 
offer of marriage. The wedding, she says,was 
to take place very soon after, and she con- 
tinued to receive his attentions until October, 
1885, when, the ceremony not having been per 

formed, she asked Grosvenor when he 
intended to marry her. Instead of fix- 
ing a date, Miss Dugdale allckes that 
he put her off again and seemed inclined to 
forget his former declarations of love. She 
further says she has been and now is ready to 
marry Grosvenor, but that he positively re- 
fuses to carry out the agreement made in De- 
cember, 188. Finding that the defendant had 
no intention of marriage, Miss Dugdale * 
a suit for breach of promise November 9, 1585, 
sees forth the claims as above and de- 
manding $50,000 damages. An answer was re- 
turned November 2 by Grosvenor, denying 
that he had ever promised to marry the com- 
plainant. The case was put on the calendar 
of the Superior Court last December and is ex- 
pected to be reached in about two weeks. In 
some respects the suit will be a novel one, and

One of the gravest emergencies that ever 
faced a human being stands uarely before 
the head of this order to-day. It is not com- 
ing—itis here—and it must be firmly dealt 
with. Before taking another step in any di- 
rection I want to go before the great mass of 
our membership, through the medium of this 
circular, ask of them to speak to me as 
frankly as I now talk to them, and tell me 
what is best to be done. It the order is to per - 
form ite mission as intended by its founders 
and those who have worked with it from the 
beginning, a radical change must be effected. 
A stop must be called, and the ship brought 


back to her moorings. It has always been, 
and is at the present time, my policy to advo- 
cate conciliation and ~ arbitration 
in the settlement of disputes de- 
tween employer and employe. 


The law of Knighthood demands at the 

of our members an adherence to that policy. 
Thousands of men who had become disgusted 
with the rninous policy of the strike as the 
only remedy for the ills we complain of were 
drawn to us because we had proclaimed to 
mankind that we had discarded the strike un- 
til all else had failed. The men and women 
who flock to our standard have a knowledge 
oftheir wrongs. They have endured these 
wrongs for years, and in reason are in duty 
bound to learn how to right these wrongs by 
the least expensive and satisfactory, as well 
as lasting Pa yr he Six months will not teach 
men our principles and proper methods, yet 
men are impressed with the idea that they can 
learn them in six weeks or six days, and be- 
fore the ground-work fora proper education 
is laid we find our assemblies 

ON A STRIKE OR LOCKED OUT, 

and in too many cases the provocation comes 
from their own ty and inconsiderate action. 
No matter what vantage we gain by the 
strike, itis only medicating the symptoms; it 
does not penetrate the system, and therefore 
fails in effecting a cure. The only natural se- 
quence is a relapse, and a re — always 
means more medicine and a weaker patient 
than before. You must bear with me and read 
this letter to the end, for it may be the last one 
I willever write to you. My duties to the or- 
derand humanity must not be measured by 
the standard of dollars and cents. M 4 
must no longer be misunderstood. hile 1, 
asthe chosen mouthpiece of the order, am 
rociaiming to the world that the 
‘nights of Labor do not advo- 
cate or countenance strikes until every 
other remedy has failed, the wires from a 
thousand cities and towns are bearing the 
news of as many strikes by Knights of Labor, 
in which arbitration and conciliation were 
never hinted at. Not that alone, but they 
were in many cases scornéd and rejected by 
our own members. In some cases these 
strikes were entered upon againstthe advice 
of the General Executive Board. It is claimed 
by our members that arbitration is one-sided. 
That may de true of the past, but the volun- 
tary concessions made to us within the last 
three months prove most conclusively that 
the just claims of labor will be listened to if 
we go forward in the way we started out. It 
is claimed that this is a year for concessions 
and advances. Be that as it may, we cannot 
force them by striking. 
Iam aware that the machinery of our order 
isnot capable of performing the work re- 
quired by the large gains in membership, and 
this fact must have a restraining influence on 
our members until the next General Assembly 
meets. Five hundred assemblies were added 
to the roll in February, as many as were 
organized in the first eight years of the order’s 
existence. It is not within tne bounas of 
human possibility to expect that all of these 
new recruits can be propetly trained before 
the assemblies are founded. The organizers 
seldom visit them for instructioni but once, 
and this is not enough. They must devote 
their spare moments to educating those 
already organized before adding any more 
new assembiies tothe order. To attempt to 
win concessions or gains with our present 
raw, undisciplined membership would be like 
HURLING AN UNORGANIZED 
mob ainst a well-drilied regular army, 
Again, it is not fair to the older assemblies to 
bring in new members, pick up their quarrels 
as soon as Organized, and have them expect 
. ald from those who helped build 
he orderup foranoble purpose. It is not 
wise to give men and womenapremium for 
joining us. It is wrong to encourage them in 
the idea that they have nothing to do them- 
selves, that they are to lean upon others; they 
must depend upon themselves, and in any 
case cannot receive assistance inside of six 
months, andI will hold out no inducements 
that will encourage them in the belief that they 
will receive assistance even then. 
We have built up a moral force that will | 
command a hearing for us before any tribunal 
in the country. e must not fritter away our 
strength and miss the ee opportunity to 
crown every effert with success by rushin 
into useless strikes. To the cardinal prinoi- 
ples of the order we must add another—pa- 
tience. You have had . for years; and 
had not the Knights of Labor appeared on the 
scene you would still be waiting. Your scales 
of po must stand asjthey are for the pres- 
ent if ua cannot raise them by any 
other process than a strike. You must 
submit to injustice at the hands of the em- 
ployer in patience forawnile longer. Bide 
well your time. Make no display of organiza- 
tlon or strength until you have every man and 
woman in your department of industry or- 
ganized,and then do not strike, but study, 
not only your own condition, but that of your 
employer. Find out how much you are justly 
entitled to, and then the tribunal of arbitra. | 
tion will settle the rest. Organizers who pub.

It would be far better to stop work in 
these States now, and begin again in a practi-

cal way, than to carry the wor 
the prefedioes and animosities now resting in 
the breasts of the disappointed ones. 

Our order is a business institution. It must 
be run on business principles, and if it is not 
managed in this way it Will gotbe road of all 
mismanaged concerns. In selecting officers to 
manage a banking concern the men best 
qualified are chosen. Therash, inconsiderate 
man is set aside; the man who is quick of 
temper and hasty of speech is passed over, 
and the man of maturer judgment and bus!- 
ness qualities is selected. Iam pained to wit- 
ness the quality of men some parts of our or- 
der select for important work. These words of 
mine must be heeded or this order goes down 
as surely as night follows day. Elect no man 
because of his fine speech or impetuosity; 
put none but the coolest men in positions of 
any kind. Keep them there and uphold them 
in their work. It is not the duty of an officer 
to picture the wrongs of man until he ex- 
cites his assembly to fever heat.

THE INDIGNITIES 
which labor complains of are 1 enough, 
and require no pointing. e must look at 
them as they really exist, and settle them as 
best we can. 

While I write a dispatch is handed me in 
which I read these words: ‘‘They discharged 
our brother and we struck, for you know our 
motto is ‘An 2 to one is e concern of 
all. Yes, an injury to one is the concern 
of all.“ but it is not wise to injure all for the 
sake of one. It would have been far better to 
continue at work and properly in- 
vestigate the matter, — it de- 
fore eve known tribunal, than to 
have struck. The thousands of men now 
earning nothing could have given 10 cents 
apiece to support the brother for afew weeks 
much easier than to spend weeks and months 
in idleness. Many of them will never be re- 
stored to their former positions. In this case 
the injury to one was not repaired, and all 
concerned will be more or less injured. . We 
could have prevented our brother from being 
injured by assisting him in a far different way. 
Zeal in the cause sometimes brings on the dis- 
charge of amember. Sometimes a too open 
expression of opinion does it. It is not neces- 
sary to indulge in the latter. 

Now, a word on another subject: The church 
has been watching onr order for years. In our 
infancy we had but little power for good or for 
evil; to-day weare the strongest, as well as 
tne weakest, labor organization on earth. 
Strong in numbers and yen we strong in 
justice of our demands, if properly made; we 
are weak inthe methods we use to set our 
claims before the world. Strikes are often the 
forerunners of lawless actions. 
brings on another, and Ha single act of ours 
encourages the anarchist element we must 
meet withthe antagonism of the church. I 
warn our members against hasty, ill-consid- 
ered action. 

THE CHURCH WILL NOT INTERFERE 

with us so Jong as we maintainthe law. Ifthe 
law is wrong, itis our duty to change it. I 
am ashamed to meet with clergymen and 
others to tell them that our order is composed 
ot law-abiding intelligent men, while the next 
dispatch brings the news of some petty boy- 
cott or strike. The daily papers have a column 
devoted to strikes and boycotts every day,and 
some of the causes are ridiculous. 

Il write this circular to lay before the order 
the exact condition of things. I am neither 


the work required of me. lam willing to do 
— part, but must not be asked to main- 
tain a false position before the worid any 
longer. One of two things must take place: 
Either the Local and District Assemblies of the 
order must obey its laws, or I must be per- 
mitted to resign from a position which obliges 
me to play one part before the public and an- 
other to our members. I say to the worid that 
the Knights of Labor do not approve of or en- 
courage strikes,and in one day dispatches 
come to me to come to Troy, N. I., Mancnes- 
ter, N. H.; Chicago, III.; Cincinnati, O.; 
Lynchburg, Va. ; Springfieild,O., and Montreal, 
Can. It is impossible for human nature to 
stand the strains any longer. I must have the 
assistance of the order, or my most earnest 
efforts will fall. 
Will I have it? It so, strikes must be avoid- 
ed; boycotts must be avoided. 
hose who boast must be checked by their 
assemblies. No move must be made until the 
court of last resort has been — ogee to. 
Threats of violence must not be made. 
Politicians must be hushed up or driven 


out. 
Obedience to the laws of Knighthood must 
nore preference over those of any other or- 


er. 
If these things are done the next five years 
will witness the complete emancipation of 
mankind from the curse of monopoly. In our 
members we require secrecy, obedience, as- 
sistance, patience and courage. If with 
these aids you strengthen my hands I will 
continue in the work. If you do not desire to 
assist me in this way, thon selecta man bet- 
ter 1 to obey your will and 1 will re- 
tire in his favor.

THE LOST BEDA. 


A Deck Hand and Fireman Rescued by the 
Schoener Gota ma. 
AN FRANCISCO, March 24—The schooner 
Gotama has arrived in port from the Northern 
coast, bringing from Coos Bay, two men 
named Thurlow and Lancet, respectively fire- 
man and deck hand of the lost steamer Beda, 
and, asfaras known, the only survivors of 
the fifteen people aboard the vessel. The 
Beda was wrecked on the coast just 


above the mouth of the Umpqua River, 
the morning of the 15th inst. A gmail 
boat containing seven men is the only 
one of the steamer’s boat heard from. It con- 
tained only four men when it washed ashore, 
twenty-fours after leaving the wreck. Sub- 
sequently two of these died and the other two 
came down on the Gotama. The captain and 
the other ten men ofthe Beda have been given 
up as lost.

sults. The belief among down-town mer- 
chants, however, is that the strike will fail, 
A. E. Orr, formerly an active member of 
the Produce Exchange firm of David Dows & 
Co., said yesterdfy that there had been no 
disturbance of the grain tradein its general 
aspect, butthe result would be disastrous to 
business ifthe trouble continued long. He 
referred the inquirer to David Dows, Jr., for 
particulars of the situation. Mr. Dows said: 
No, the grain trade has not yes felt the effect 
ofthe strike to a serious extent. As regards 
wheat, the movement is very small, for with 
the railroads holding freight rates, it does 
not pay to ship the wheat at present prices. 
Ot course, the receipts of all cereals at St. Louis 
have showna falling off and so have those at 
some interior points. If the strike 
should extend to the Chicago roads, 


the probable result would be that while prices 
of wheat at the Western centers might be de- 
pressed because of the accumulation of stuff 
that had no means of egress eastward, the 
markets would advance here. The Atlantio 
seaboard would be thrown upon its stocks and 
at the present figures the export trade would 
robably consume all the surplus. Of corn 
here is a good supply in store at the East and 
it would take a great many days to consume it 
in case the shipments out of St.Louis continue 
suspended. As yet, however, there has been 
no interference with the grain trade here on 
account of the Southwestern blockade, ex- 
cept so far as

E. R. Livermore said: ‘‘The strikes have 
had no effect whatever yet. People talk as if

A member of the firm of H. O. Armour & Co.

The provision mar- 
ket here, he added, has not been ſuflu- 
enced by the strike toany extent worth speak- 
ing of. Ofcourse, the strike at Kansas City 
has closed our business there, but if Chicago 
remains open there is enough stock hewn 0 
keep the East supplied with 2 and 
dressed meats for some time. Of course, if the 
strikers keep an embargo on ‘traffic 
on the Southwestern lines for a ‘lon 
time, the effect will be serious, for tha 
part of the country is the main source of pro- 
vision and — supply. Ido not think that 
prices recently have been influenced, except 
to aslight extent by the Southwestern strike. 
I hope the railroads will meet the issue pre- 
sented by the strikers, even if business should 
be stopped on all railroad lines.

might as well*come now as atany time, and 
while the sympathy of the public is with the 
laborers when they try to better their con- 
dition, it cannot be permitted toany organi- 
zation to say who shall and who shall not be 
employed by men in business. 

John B. Dutcher, who has charge of the 
live stock department of the New York 
Central Railroad, stated thatno unfavorable 
effect had yet been experienced on the 
live stock business in consequence of the 
strike. If the blockade of traffic at the 
Southwest continues another week,’’ he said, 
the effect e be seen in the sbip- 
ments from the West. here has been no in- 
crease Of shipments of cattle to Chicago, in 
expectation of an extension of the strike, be- 
cause 3 do not wish to take the risk ofa 
possible stoppage ot the movement at any 
moment. If Chicago should be cut off as St. 
Louis and Kansas City have been, it would be 
some time before the East would feel any eeri- 


in the principal Eastern markets, and, in case 

of trouble, the whole country east of the Mis- 

sissippi would be scoured for cows.’’ 

Mr. Dutcher could not restrain a smile at 

the idea of the appearance that some of the 

live stock would present. ‘‘Even should the 

Chicago roads keep open, he resumed, ‘‘the 

continuance of the strike will produce serious 

results, for the regions from which we re- 

ceive our principal supplies of live stock are 

tapped by the Southwestern system.’’ 

The efiect of the strike on the 

trade of New York has not been serious, ac- 

cording to the statements of representative 

merchants. E. S. Jaffray of E. 8. Jaffray & 
Co. said that he had not received a single 

complaint from his customers in the South and 

West. ‘‘Our spring season for that part of 

the country, he said, is now about over. 

If the strikes had occurred earlier they 

might have seriously interrupted our spring 
shipments. But by March 10 the season prac- 

tically closed. If our goods ave not reached 
their destination we ought to have heard of it 
by this time.’’ 4 
Mr. Robinson of the rm of H B. Claflin 4 
Co. made a similar statement. We have 
done our usual amout Of trade with the States 

affected by the strikes,’’ he said, ‘‘and have 
heard of no complaints about the non-recep- 

tion ot goods. 

OTHER BRANCHES OF TRADE,
